The Black Republican, tbe Know Nothing, and 
the renegade Democratic press of tbe whole coun- 
try, is jubilant over the result of tbe recent elec- 
tions. Each faction claims the victory that the 
combination has won. Tbe coalition, as s body, 
cannot claim a triumph unless they are designated 
as opposition to the National Democracy. A bet- 
ter name than tbe opposition, would be tbe Fbee 
Niocca Paktt. 

This free nigger party, in their jubilations, for- 
get that when, in 1854, the question of indorsing 
the Kansas-Nebrasks bill was submitted to tbe 
people of the North, they voted wilder than they 
have on the question of admitting Kansas into 
the Union as a slave State. Previous to this vote, 
the Democraev of Pennsylvania were represented 
in Congress by 1C members, of Ohio by 12, and 
of Indiana by 10. The vote on the Kansas-Ne 
braska act reduced the Democrats from Pennsyl- 
vania to f>, and those from Ohio and Indiana to 
none. The result was nearly tbe same in Nea 
York and other Northern States. 

This defeat was only two years previous to the 
great victory of the Democracy for the Presiden- 
cy in 1S5C.

In 1856, Fremont and Fillmore carried Califor- 
nia by o,uu6, over Buchanan. At the recent elec- 
tion there, the Administration Democracy carried 
the Slate by 8,000, over all opposition. We may, 
therefore, rely upon California more explicitly for 
1860, than tbe free nigger party can.
